Lompoc fire officials today stepped up their 
investigation of a tire Sunday that did minor damage 
to an already burned out portion of the Lompoc 
Record newspaper plant at 115 North H St. 
Fire Chief Don Johnson said the incident was being 
investigated as arson. 
Sunday s blaze came just 10 days after a disastrous 
fire that destroyed the Record building. Johnson said 
the latest incident caused him to take a new look at 
the lire on Dec. 2. 


The major fire broke out at the rear of the Record 
building in the early morning hours of Dec. 2. Tons of 
newsprint 
were 
destroyed 
but 
the 
Record s 
production equipment including the tive-umt offset 
press were saved. Since the disastrous disaster, all 
departments except the press have moved into nearby 
buildings. 


Sunday's tire was discovered shortly after 10 a.m.. 
by Robert M Jewell, of Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Johnson said the man was going through the alley at 


the rear of the newspaper plant when he noticed the 
flames and sounded the alarm. 
When firemen arrived John Bartley, owner ot the 
nearby Western Auto Store was swatting at the tire 
with stacks of newspapers that were still wet from the 
water used to t ight the earlier tire 
Johnson said it appeared that someone had piled 
wadded up newsprint against a side door near the 
press area and set it afire. He said there was no 
immediate evidence that solvent had been used to 
accelerate the tire. 
Johnson said he would have his top aide working on 
the investigation all day today. Everyone who was 
near the fire scene at the time will be questioned, he 
said. 
Asked if there was any connection between the two 
tires and whether the two tires could be blamed on the 
same person. Johnson said it was too early to say for 
certain. He said it often happens that a major blaze is 
followed by a minor one set by a crank trying to cash 
in on the publicity.

Hussein was quoted as saving Arab 
states were not ready for war and Jordan 
would not be dragged into a new conflict 
unless we are convinced of the reason and 
logic of the action. ”

No one, he surmised, 
could direct China’s complex and 
rapidly expanding foreign policy and 
have time for all the social activity 
he goes through with delegation 
after delegation arriving in Peking.

w a t c h e r s , 
h o we v e r , 
documenting each step of Chou’s 
amazing career, say this is absurd. 
He has the drive and energy of 
genius disciplined by the long march 
and the ruthless power struggles 
that preceded the triumph over 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s forces in 1949 and 
that have recurred since. Needing 
only a few hours of sleep each night, 
Chou has work habits that are like 
those Stalin had He w ill summon a 
subordinate at two or three in the 
morning to come to his office for a

or

important document. 
At 73, he seems as tireless as he 
was 20 years ago when he was flying 


to conferences in various parts of 
the world and, with Mao Tse-Tung,

7(Ю.()00,0(Н). What will happen when 
Mao. who is 77, and Chou leave the 
scene no one can predict, now that 
Mao's designated successor. Lin, 
has be*en eliminated. 
A more immediate and urgent 
question 
is whether the pre.sent 
power structure, with Mao and Chou 
presumably in a working partner­ 
ship, is stable for an indeterminate 
future. Opinions on this score are 
divided. Why did Mao pick Lin as his 
successor and make him a foil to 
play off against Chou*.' One answer 
is that Mao needed the support of 
the arm y where Lin’s strength was 
concentrated. 
With 
Lin and the arm y 
chief 
rubbed 
out, what the officer level 
just below*’ Can their loyalty to the 
present setup be taken for granted? 
There are some of the intangibles 
that keep the China w atchers poring 
over every clue coming from the 
great mystery that is the most 
populous nation in the world. 
On one thing most of the watchers 
agree. 
The Chinese people seem 
comparatively happy and contented. 
ln.soiar as they know of the power 
struggle at the top. they are relieved 
that it will not mean, as did the 
cultural revolution, that tomorrow 
or the day after revolutionaries with 
the blessing of .Mao will w reak death 
and havoc. To a people so long in 
turmoil a little peace is a wonderful 
boon.

Study dangers 


W ASHINGTON (NEA) 
We worry, and rightly, about drug 
abuse. But consider these facts on 
the legitimate medical use of drugs 
w h i c h 
p a t i e n t s 
o b t a i n 
on 
prescription from their doctors, or 
while in the hospital: 
Roughly 5 per cent of medical 
hospital admissions are due to drug 
reactions. 
Approximately 
15 per cent of 
hospital patients go through adverse 
drug reactions. 
Though studies of 
t h e 
b e n e f i c i a l 
effects 
of 
drugs 
h a v e 
b e c o m e 
increasingly 
e f f e c t i v e , 
l i tt l e 
progress has been 
made in precisely 
d e t e c t i n g 
a n d 
documenting 
undesirable 
side- 
effects. 
In a series of sessions, some 300 
scientists and adm inistrators from 
universities, the government, the 
pharmaceutical industry and health­ 
care 
systems 
considered 
these 
p ro b lem s. 
T h eir 
conclusions 
reported by the Drug Research 
Board of the National Academy of 
Science 
— 
National 
Research 
Council 
m erit the 
most careful 
study. 
This report states that “ modern 
animal toxicity studies and careful 
clinical trials still fail to recognize 
some delayed effects, novel types of 
toxicity, 
effects 
that 
may 
be 
unpredictable 
owing 
to 
genetic 
variables, 
interactions 
between 
disease and drugs, and interactions 
between 
drugs 
themselves. 
The 
a p l a s t i c 
a n e m i a 
d u e 
to 
chloramphenicol, the sudden death 
due to pressurized aerosol delivery 
of 
b ro n c h o d ila to rs, 
and 
the 
pulmonary 
hypertension 
due 
to

problem s. 
Delayed 
recognition 
of 
occlusive 
and 
thromboembolic vascular disease 
associated with oral contraceptives 
illustrates the problems posed by 
the use of drugs in healthy people; 
the earlier recognition of these

p ro b lem s 
in 
o th er 
countries points up our national 
unpreparedness. 
The 
irreversible 


neurologic dam age in connection 
with 
long-term 
chloprom azine 
therapy was clearly discerned only 
after years of use.’’ 
Fears aroused by these facts has 
slowed the release of needed drugs. 
It hasn’t led, the report says, to the 
creation of an adequate nationwide 
system 
for 
early 
detection 
of 
adverse reactions. 
Even when adverse reactions are 
discovered this knowledge is not 
always put to use. The doctor is 
overwhelmed with information — 
reports of the American Medical 
Association’s 
Council 
on 
Drugs, 
package 
inserts, “ Dear Doctor ” 
letters. No doctor can possibly read 
all the literature. And even if he 
could, the conferees agreed, the 
store of knowledge “ is so vast and 
disconnected that he will not be able 
to recall all the details of adverse 
reactions 
or 
apply 
them 
when 
needed.” 
There has not been in the past an 
adequate m eans of taking advantage 
of discoveries in adverse reactions 
in other countries. The problems 
a s s o c ia te d 
wi t h 
p r e s s u r iz e d 
b ro n c h o d ila to r 
a e ro so ls 
w ere 
recognized 
in 
Aust r al i a 
and 
regulatory action was taken. It is 
acknowledged 
that the delay in 
widespread 
appreciation 
of 
this 
p r o b l e m 
in 
E n g l a n d 
c o s t 
hundreds of lives in that country 
alone. 
The report notes that some of the 
very laws designed to protect the 
patient 
sometimes 
work 
to 
his 
detriment. The trend in accident 
law makes it rather likely drug 
ma n u f a c t u r e r s 
will 
be 
held 
financially responsible when it can 
be shown a drug causes specific 
adverse reactions. “The trend of 
law will . . . increase the incentive 
for 
manufacturers 
of 
drugs 
to 
explain away reactions, rather than 
make an effort to find possible 
causal relations.” Then too, " F e a r 
of m alpractice suits is presently an 
incentive for doctors in hospitals to 
avoid reporting.” 
What’s needed is a national data 
bank in which adverse reactions 
from whatever source, national or 
international 
can 
be 
reported, 
tabulated, 
analyzed 
and 
made 
available.
